MURDER. 


J OHN DENNY, AN E8 CAPED LUNATIC, 


MURDERS HIS WIFE WITH AN AX. 


This 
morning, about 
ten 
o'clock 
one of the most horrible murders occurrec 
which we have ever been called upon to 
record. 
Mrs. Denny , an aged lady resid 
ing in North Dix on, had just, last even 
ing, returned from Chicago, where she 
had been visiting her son. 
This morning 
Mrs. Denny , a few minutes before her 
death, went over to Mrs. Reiser’s, a neigh­ 
bor, and told her 
of 
her 
pleasant 
visit and how glad she was to get home 
again; she only remained a few minutes 
and 
then 
returned 
home. 
As 
she 
entered the house she went to the kitchen 
at the west end of the house. 
Cornelius, 
the y oungest son, and Mr. Denny was 
there also. 
Cornelius noticed that his 
father got up and followed her; it struck 
him as peculiar, and he followed shortly 
after. 
J ust as he was on the threshold he 
saw his father advancing, with an uplifted 
ax , upon his unconscious mother,who had 
her back towards them. 
He jumped for­ 
ward to ward off the blow but was not 
quick enough, the descending blow struck 
the poor woman in the back of the neck, 
* killing her instantly . 
Denny then turned 
upon his son. 
The son escaped from tho 
house, loudly calling for help, the father 
following him. 
His cries attracted the 
attention of Dr. Blackman and others who 
soon arrived. 
In the meanwhile Wm. 
Coffey , deputy sheriff, was delivering ice 
at a neighboring house and hearing the 
cry of murder by tho children hurried to 
the scene. 
Denny noticing t.he officer ad­ 
vancing warned him not to come near or 
he would shoot him, Mr. Coffey saw that 
the gun was cocked and did not speak to 
him but manoeuverd about until Mr. 
Denny laid down the gun and kneeling on 
his knees he began singing. 
Mr. Coffey 
then sprang forward and with one hand 
grasped the murderer and with the other 
picked up the gun and threw it out of 
reach; he then took the prisoner to the 
jail and delivered him to the sheriff. Mr. 
Coffey say s that it was nearly one-half 
hour after that he learned that Denny had 
killed his wife. 
Mrs. Denny was struck one blow bn the 
back of the neck with the pole—the blunt 
end— of the ax which caused immediate 
death. 
Where the ax struck the flesh was 
but slightly bruised and the skin was not 
broken. 
Upon the arrival of the prisoner at the 
jail, Deputy Stainbrook searched him 
and found a three-cornered file in his 
pocket The file was eight inches long 
and had been ground to a very sharp 
point. 
Denney fought hard for the file, 
and claimed that if he gave it up the pco- 


The supervisors have asked the people 
of Lee connty this question: 
“ Will y ou 
appropriate the sum of £ 10,000 with 
which to commemorate the brave deeds 
of the old soldiers, and perpetuate tho 
names of those who have sacrificed their 
lives in the service of the country , that 
we might continue as one nation under 
one flag. 
The voters are called upon to decide 
this question by ballot on the second day 
of November ne x t. 
Nearly every county 
in the state has already ex pressed their 
gratitude for these patriotic services, by 
erecting suitable monuments, upon which 
are inscribed the names of those who 
have passed to the other shore. 
Lee county was never behind in its 
loy alty and patriotism, and she should 
not be in the mutter of building a struct­ 
ure for her loy al dead now. 
In a few short y ears the uctors in the 
stirring scenes of 1861 and 5 will have 
passed away and their names unknown 
by those who come after. 
There has been no time since tho close 
of the war when this work could have 
been done so cheaply as now. 
The ex ­ 
penses will scarcely tie felt by - our citizens 
and the tax will not be oppressive. 
It is proposed to issue bonds as follows. 
|3 ,000 pay able in one y ear, £ 3,500 pay a 
ble in two y ears, $3,500 pay able in three 
y ears with interest not more than five per 
cent. 
To provide for the pay ment of 
these bonds as they mature it will bo 
necessary to raise by tax for three y ears a 
sum equal to about one-twelfth of the 
amount of county tax alone for tho y ear 
of 1885 and 18 8 6. 
To illustrate so that it 
may be more clearly understood the town 
of Ashton would pay about $109 , Harmon 
$57 , Palmy ra $200, Wy oming $205, Dix on 
$39 0 and the railroads of Lee county 
$37 5 annually , and the other towns the 
same proportion according to the apprais­ 
ed valuation of their property . 
The county of Stephenson erected a 
soldiers’ monument nearly twenty y ears 
ago at a cost of nearly thirty thousand 
dollars and the past y ear erected another 
monument to the memory of the soldiers 
of the Black Hawk war. 
In the counties, 
cities, hamlets of the large north and up­ 
on many of the bloody tattle fields of the 
south to-day there are thousands of struc 
ures to Commemorate the memories of 
i.hose who have died of the two million 
and six hundred thousand loy al and pa­ 
triotic men who were mustered into the 
service of the Union army during the five 
long and bloody y ears of the war of the 
rebellion. 
We believe Lee will not be 
one of the counties that will refuse to 
erect a suitable monument for her fallen 
heroes.

Foth­ 
erin gham an d his n ew helper proceed ed about 
the busin ess in cid en t to tho run , an d n oth­ 
in g un usual occurred un til the train had 
reached a poin t n ear Pacific station , the train 
havin g been about an hour on its journ ey. 
Fotherin gham had seated himself at his d esk, 
an d was just about to look over some ac­ 
coun ts when he received a stin gin g blow on 
the head , which partially stun n ed him.

It was wuile Congressman Sp ringer wa? 
rp eaking at tho Menard (Ills.) fair grounds 
that Mr. Lonning, one of the p rominent men 
of Petersburg, brought an old gentleman 
away from the crowd and said to him, “Uncle 
Johnny, here’s a corresp ondent of The Kt. 
Louis Globe-Democrat He wants to sec some­ 
body who knew Mr. Lincoln when he lived 
here. You are just the one to talk to him.” 
And Uncle Johnny Potter, kindly faced, with 
a shrewd twinkle in his eye, a slight deafness, 
careful of his words, and with a recollection 
of detail that was marvelous, began to talk of 
things that hap p ened in 1831. 
“The first time I ever saw Abe Lincoln,” ho 
said, “was that summer. I was just starting 
in life myself on my p lace, below here, and 
had a log cabin. In front of the bouse was 
a 
tolerably low rail fence I hod Luilfc, mebbe 
five rails high. We had done breakfast a 
few minutes, when two young men came 
walking along the rood. Ono of them w as 
Abe. A man named OfTut was going to start 
a grocery at Salem. That was tho town 
then, just up tho river a coup le of miles, 
above where Petersburg is now. Offut had 
engaged Abe to clerk for him, and Abe was 
walking up to go to work in tho store. Ho 
had slep t that night at Clary’s Grove, and 
when ho and the young man with him got 
along to my p lace they wanted to know if 
they could get a bite to eat. Tho old woman 
fixed them up something; tho things were on 
the table, and they bad their breakfast When 
they had got through they came out, anc 
Abo straddled over that five-rail fence as if it 
wasn’t in the way at all. I exp ect he would 
have gono over it just as easy if It had been 
higher, for he had p owerful long legs. When 
he got out to the road he turned and lookec 
back at the table and said: ‘There’s only one 
egg left; I believe I’d better make a clean 
thing of it.’ So he straddled the fence again, 
got the egg, and went off—laughing like 
boy, shuffling the egg from one hand to the 
other and then p eeling and eating i t That 
was the first time I saw Abe, but I saw a 
good deal of him afterward, for Salem 
wa s 
where we all went to do our trading.” 
THE WRESTLING MATCH. 
“Uncle Johnny, tell him about the wrestling 
match with father,” said a sturdy, middle- 
aged man, with a p leasant face. “You re­ 
member all about that.” 
The sp eaker was Jack Armstrong, tho son 
of the famous Jack Armstrong, who was tho 
champ ion in all athletic sp orts in this valley 
of tho Sangamon fifty years ago. 
“I remember it,” said 
Uncle Johnny. 
“Your father was considered the best man in 
all this country for a scuffle. In a wrestle, 
shoulder or back holds, there was now and 
then a man he couldn’t get away with. When 
Lincoln came into this country there was a 
crowd called the Clary Grove boys, who 
p retty much had their own way, and Jack 
Armstrong was the leader among them. 
Most every new man who camo into the 
neighborhood had to bo tried. Lincoln was 
p retty stout, and the boys mode it up to see 
what there was in him. They got Mm to 
talking about wrestling ono day, and he said 
he could throw any man around there. Bill 
Clary kep t at Lincoln until he got him into a 
bet of $5. Then ho p ut Jack Armstrong 
against him. They were p retty well matched, 
but Abe was a good deal taller, and could 
bend over Jack. 
They wrestled a good 
while, and I think Abo had thrown Jack two 
joints, and was likely to get him down. 
Clary, I exp ect, thought he was in danger of 
losing his money, for he called out: ‘Throw 
him any way, Jack.’ At that Jack loosed 
his back hold and grabbed Abe by tho thigh, 
and threw him in a second. Abe got up 
p retty mad. He didn’t say much, but he told 
somebody that if it ever came right ho 
would give Bill Clary a good licking. You 
see, the hold Jack took was fair in a scuffle, 
but not in a wrestle, and they were wrestling. 
After that Abe was considered ono of the 
Clary Grove boys. I believe they called him 
p resident of their club. Abe and Jaefc got to 
be great friends, and Abe used to stay at 
Jack's house.” 
"Yes,” said the Jack Armstrong whom the 
Petersburg of to-day knows, ‘Tvo heard 
mother tell many times how she foxed Mr. 
Lincoln's trousers when he got to bo surveyor. 
You coo the cloth wouldn't last no time out in 
the brush and grass and briers w hero sur­ 
veyors had to tramp . Bo they used to sow 
a covering of buckskin on the outside of the 
legs. That’s what was called foxing ’em.” 
AS A RAIL SPLITTER. 
“What about Lincoln’s exp loits as a rail 
sp litter’.” Uncle Johnny was asked. 
“He may have help ed sp lit rails when ho 
was visiting some of tho neighbors,” the old 
man rep lied, “but he didn’t make his living by 
it, as they said afterward when he was run- 
ning to bo p resident. 
I believe Abe and 
George Close took a job to cut 1,000 rails for 
somebody over the river one time, but that 
is about tho only time I remember of Lin- 


Abe 
elected, Ned Potter and Hugh Armstrong 
had a p ledge from him that he would try to 
get us cut (» if and made into a new county. 
You know this used to bo a p art of Sanga­ 
mon. The division was the big question, wo 
elected Ate on the Whig ticket, although the 
Democrats had the majority. 
Well, he p ut 
our p etition in his p ocket and didn’t do any 
thing for us. That is the way I recollect it. 
Afterward they cut xlh off and made this 
Menard county. Folks felt p retty sore about 
the way Lincoln did. Ho never camo back 
hereto live, but settled In Bp ringfiehl and 
p racticed law.”—Petersburg (Illa.)Cor. Globe- 
Democrat.

VAGABONDS OF THE PRESS WHO ARE 
RUNNING AT LARGE.

Like all 
skilled workmen they are sure of a living 
anywhere they hap p en to land, if they only 
caro to work. 
Both p rofit by tho sub system, 
which gives them a chance where regular cm 
p loyment might be wanting. .As a rule it is 
the best men whose facility renders them 
reckless and whose habits ore loose and im­ 
p rovident, who succumb to the temp tation of 
turning their backs on hard work, and wan­ 
der off to work a deal harder to 
less p rofit, 
but with the sweets of liberty for comp ensa­ 
tion. 1 sup p ose there is no reason that a re­ 
p orter should not exp erience the same yearn 
ing. But his chances of earning a subsistence 
by the way are so much less that his ap p ear­ 
ance in the role of a gyp sy is more to be 
wondered a t 
VAGABONDS OF THE PRESS. 
At any rate, there is quite a considerable 
number of these vagabonds of the p ress now 
at large. I met one of them, a well-known man 
on The Philadelp hia Press a coup le of years 
ago, in Cleveland. I was breakfasting be­ 
tween trains at the dep ot early in the morn­ 
ing. Ho came in, dirty and shabby, but he 
p aid for his breakfast and ate a lusty one, 
you may tie bound. He was on his way from 
Chicago to Buffalo, returning from a tramp 
that had led him as far west as Louisville. 
He had come in on a freight train, and some 
drovers he had made friends with were going 
to help east in their caboose. 
This man, 
when I last heard of him w as editing a p ap er 
in western Pennsylvania, and was rep orted 
to be settled and doing well. 
There used to be a droll, dry genius about 
newsp ap er row, who worked for the Bun 
day p ap ers and wrote funny stories that were 
reaiy funny to read. 
He disap p eared sud 
denly and every one thought him dead. A 
long while afterward, being in Baltimore, I 
came across a p ap er p ublished on the east­ 
ern shore that bore his name as p rop rietor. 
I learned that he had started on a stroll 
south, hod wajked into Dover on foot, met 
an old friend who p ossessed some means, and 
got him to set up a p ap er for him. They 
w'ere doing well at the time I write of, but a 
few months later the editor did not rep ort for 
duty one morning. He sent a note to his 
friend saying that he was going west. By 
foot and rail he p enetrated os far as Kansas. 
There I lost track of him, acting as sub­ 
editor on a p ap er in Atchison. He is p rob­ 
ably well on his way around tho world by 
this. 
A CONFIRMED ROVER. • 
There recently returned to New York a 
p ressman whom overy old timer on tho How 
knows. Ho was regarded fifteen years ago as 
one of the most able rep orters in tho city. 
Ho has worked, and worked among the best, 
on all the great p ap ers, and done some of the* 
brightest and cleverest rep ortorial work that 
lias got into p rint in tho metrop olitan dailies. 
But he is a confirmed rover, and can never bo 
counted on from day to day. He makes p e­ 
riodical disap p earances from New York, and 
after months is heard of as being connected 
with some out-of-town p ap er. 
Ho always 
gets good berths, for his ability commands rc- 
sj>eet and has a tangible value. Formerly ho 
did not go further away than Philadelp hia, 
Baltimore, Albany or Hartford. 
Then ho 
began to drift to such distances as Boston and 
Pittsburg. Then liis op erations extended to 
Chicago. Bt. Louis and into Minnesota and 
Dakota. When I shook hands with him tho 
other day at tho p ostofflee he was fresh from 
Denver. 
I once asked this man why he deliberately 
sacrificed his op p ortunities as he did, and 
broke away from connections he could easily 
have made p ermanently p rofitable. “I can't 
help it,” he rep lied; “I get so infernally tired 
of New York that I have to get out.” 
Then, why don’t you stay out when you 
get a good thing?” 
Because I get so tired of being away,” said 
Hie, “that I liavo to come back.” 
Here you have ep itomized the creed of the 
tramp s of journalism.—Alfred Trumblc, in 
’The Journalist. 


I once knew a Gyp sy named Carp enter 
nearly 100 years old—exactly 00 in the sum­ 
mer of 18 77, when I was favored with his 
wise comp anionship among the beautiful hills 
and valleys of western Pennsylvania. His 
great age, and a certain amount of book 
knowledge he had somehow acquired, marie 
him a sort of seer among his race. I always 
ap p roached him with real veneration, aad 
when one day I asked him why Gyp sies were 
wanderers he instantly answered in Rom- 
many: 
“Because they are God’s chosen p eop le!” 
I am p retty sure the old rascal did not be­ 
lieve what he said, because there was a half­ 
wicked, merry twinkle in bis eyes, and be­ 
sides we were at that moment occup ied in 
dressing some p lump chickens over whose 
manner of getting into camp I thought best 
to throw- tho mantle of silent charity; but he 
gravely p roceeded to draw a host of simili 
tudes between modes of gyp sy life and those 
of the modern p atriarchs, laying great em 
p hasis up on the statement that gyp sies were 
the true detwiendants of the house of Itecha- 
bites, so loved of the Lord for its p eop le’« 
faithful observance of divine commands. 
Then ho glibly quoted from Jeremiah: 
“Neither shall ye build house, nor sow seed, 
nor p lant vineyard, nor have any; but all 
your days yo shall dwell in tents; that ye may 
livo many days in the land where ye be 
strangers.” 
As little weight as need be given to this 
idea, it is true that I have discovered this 
thought to be a p revailing one with tho race 
in many lands, and have traced it so thor­ 
oughly among the gyp sies of to-day as to ven 
ture the statement that something like it is 
with them a universal underlying ethnologi­ 
cal and ethical p rincip le and belief. A not 
greatly dissimilar thought or p retense cer­ 
tainly served them well between 1400, the 
da te of their first ap p earance in Europ e, and 
1430, when they had become known and recog 
nized with much favor in every p rincip ality 
of Eurojie. 
PILGR1UM OF NOBLE BLOOD. 
However such cheat may have been sug­ 
gested to them, they everywhere ap p eared as 
“p ilgrims” of noble blood under p enance for 
some fictitious infringement of divine law to 
wander “without covering for their heads” 
through Christian lands for a long term of 
years. 
This delusion found ready accep t­ 
ance, and, as tho various 
bands 
were 
well ap p areled, mounted up on tho finest of 
steeds, p ossessed many indications of oriental 
p restige, and were withal p icturesque to a 
great degree, each horde having its titled 
leader known as “count” or “duke” or “lord” 
of “little Egyp t,” their increase in p op ularity 
and numbers was marvelous. The idea that 
they were genuine p ilgrims and holy p ersons 
soon p revailed throughout all Europ e, the 
memory of the crusades being still a glowing 
fervor among tho p eop le, p romp ting quick 
motive for symp athy in all p rofessedly holy 
undertakings, and the wily p retenders every­ 
where easily secured p assp orts, seals, safe 
conducts, and toleration from kings and 
p rinces. 
From these “Egyp tian p ilgrims” come 
Gyp tions, and hence gyp sies, w hich name, al­ 
though now regarded by the entire race os a 
term of rep roach, the more dignified Rom- 
many (from Rom, Ram, the first, the head) be­ 
ing tbeir own p rized ap p ellation, will always 
cling to them as closely as the unfortunate 
ill rep ute into which they soon fell after their 
generous welcome into Europ ean countries. 
They are variously known, according to Hoy- 
land, by the Moors and Arabians as Charami, 
or robbers, a p retty severe name among na­ 
tions of robbers; as Cyganis, in Trausyl- 
vania; Tschingenes, among the Turks and 
other eastern nations; Tziganys, in Hungary; 
Zingaris, in Italy; Zigermers, in Germany; 
Bohemians, among the French; Gitanos and 
Liganos resp ectively, in Sp ain and Portugal, 
and in Holland as Heydens, or heathen. 
They can never be other than p lain gyp sies 
in all English sp eaking countries, unless, as 
is not imp ossible in America, their numbers, 
wealth and resp ectability shall so increase 
that they may in time command the self- 
bestowed title of their ancient race, the Rom- 
many, they so dearly love and so grudgingly 
cherish.—Edgar L. Wakeman in Chicago 
News.
